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EARLY  REFERENCES  TO  IRISH  BRASS  MONEY.

Readers  of  the  Bulletin  may  be  interested  in  some  contemporary  passages  in  which 
James  II’s  “  Gunmoney  ”  is  spoken  of  as  being  actually  in  circulation. 

In  the  publication  of  the  Diary  of  William  Edmundson  who  died  in  1712  (second 
edition  of  the  Diary,  London,  1774),  he  describes  the  events  which  took  place  during 
1689  and  1690,  with  both  armies  marching  and  counter-marching  over  Ireland, 
cattle-raidings,  thefts,  burnings,  etc.,  taking  place.  He  was  a  Quaker  and  had  been 
one  of  Fox’s  twelve  companions  on  their  visit  to  the  West  Indies  and  the  American 
settlements  in  1671-72;  after  which  he  returned  to  his  home  in  Ireland,  at  Mount- 
mellick  (from  which  he  made  another  voyage  in  1682/83  to  what  he  calls  “  the 
Carribee-Islands  and  Jamaica  ”). 

Turning  to  the  events  after  the  battle  of  the  Boyne,  his  neighbourhood  was 
thronged  with  defeated  Irish  troops,  bent  on  plunder,  in  which  they  were  rivalled 
by  large  numbers  of  masterless  men  in  bands  of  rapparees,  until  Edmundson  and 
his  family  were  made  prisoners  by  one  such  gang  in  September,  1690.  It  was  in 
the  course  of  this  that  they  were  taken  to  Athlone  where  Edmundson’s  defence  was 
heard  by  the  Governor,  a  Colonel  Grace;  a  Lieutenant  William  Dunn  being 
Edmundson’s  accuser.  Edmundson,  like  all  the  early  Quakers,  was  not  afraid  to 
speak  up  for  himself  and  others,  and  this  very  (unexpected)  show  of  boldness  always 
seems  to  have  received  consideration  from  their  captors  of  all  nations,  Turks  included. 

On  answering  Dunn’s  accusations  (not  fully  specified  in  the  Diary),  Edmundson 
continues  “  .  .  .  the  Council  of  Officers  were  well  satisfied,  and  the  Governor  spoke 
roughly  to  the  Lieutenant,  and  asked  him,  What  he  brought  us  there  for?  He 
answered  with  this  Excuse  (viz.)  That  the  Raparees  were  about  to  hang  us,  and  he 
brought  us  there  to  save  our  Lives.  The  Governor  said,  If  he  had  them  there,  he 
would  hang  them.  And  so  he  committed  us  to  the  Custody  of  Captain  Francis 
Dunn,  and  soon  after  sent  us  a  Loaf  of  Bread,  a  Piece  of  Beef,  a  Bottle  of  Drink, 
and  twenty  Shillings  of  Brass  Money  .  .  (unfortunately,  he  gives  no  further 
mention  of  the  money,  so  that  we  don’t  know  how  much,  or  how  little,  it  could  buy). 

There  are  also  a  few  references  to  Gunmoney,  which  I  have  quoted  in  full, 
transcribed  from  the  Letter-book  of  the  Earl  of  Tyrconnel.  The  conclusion  I  come 
to  is  that  Gunmoney  passed  at  a  third  to  a  half  of  the  value  of  sterling;  so  that  the 
20  brass  shillings  given  to  Edmundson  by  the  Governor  of  Athlone  might  have  been 
worth,  in  purchasing  power,  from  6s.  8d.  to  10s. 

In  the  quotes  from  Tyrconnel,  I  have  marked  the  passages  dealing  with  Gun¬ 
money;  all  remarks  in  brackets  are  not  in  the  original  text. 

Contemporary  references  to  Gunmoney  from  the  Letter-book  of  Richard  Talbot, 
Earl  of  Tyrconnell,  late  1689-early  1690,  from  letters  to  Queen  Mary  of  Modena, 
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wife  of  the  exiled  James  II.  (British  Museum,  additional  MSS  38145,  said  to  have 
been  found  after  the  Battle  of  the  Boyne,  July,  1690). 

The  letters  are  written  from  various  places ,  but  all  such  are  not  named. 

[It  is  noticeable  that  Mary  of  Modena  was  forced  to  play  the  same  part  as 
Henrietta  Maria,  wife  of  Charles  I,  who  during  the  Civil  War,  1642-1646,  engaged  in 
sending  provisions  and  supplies  to  Charles'  forces,  together  with  money ,  etc.]. 

1.  Letter,  from  the  camp  at  Ardee,  20 th  Oct.,  1689,  contains  no  references. 

2.  Letter,  from  the  camp,  probably  the  same,  22nd  Oct.,  1689:  contains  the  following: 
It  refers  to  an  enclosed  memoir  of  things  needed  by  the  army  of  James,  and 

states  in  the  main  text  ‘‘And  above  all,  lett  not  the  copper  bee  forgott,  for  wee  are 
all  undone  if  that  doe  not  come  out  hand  (i.e.,  soon  to  hand),  for  its  our  meat,  drink 
and  cloaths,  and  wee  have  none  left,  for  wee  are  forced  to  coine  our  brass  gunns  for 
want  of  it."  In  the  Memoir,  we  find  “  That  forty  guns  may  be  sent  us  to  coine  into 
money,  two  or  three  gravers,  and  a  considerable  quantity  of  steel  to  make  firelocks 
(=muskets).” 

[By  “  gravers  ”  obviously  people,  i.e.  engravers,  are  meant,  since  surely  the  mints 
of  Dublin  and  that  in  Limerick  (at  the  Deanery?)  would  contain  enough  of  these 
tools,  of  which  two  or  three  would  hardly  be  enough]. 

3.  Letter,  Dublin  Castle,  21th  Nov.,  1689 

“lam  glad  you  have  sent  the  copper,  for  its  our  daily  bread,  and  you  must  find 
more,  for  wee  shall  need  80  or  90  tuns  (ton  in  weight,  or  tun,  a  barrel  ?)  of  it  before 
the  last  of  March,  and  40  or  50  tuns  att  present,  which  wee  are  content  to  pay  for  .  . .” 

4.  Letter,  Dublin  Castle,  22nd  Dec.,  1689 

“  Our  want  of  copper,  I  writt  formerly  to  you  for,  is  very  great,  that  the  thing 
alone  only  being  our  support  as  to  the  payment  of  our  army  and  all  things  else,  for 
not  a  farthing  of  silver  or  gold  is  now  to  be  seen  in  the  whole  nation  ...  In  a  word, 
it  is  our  meat,  drink  and  cloaths.  It  is  therefore  that  your  Majestic  will  be  pleased 
to  prepare  another  stock  of  copper  for  us,  before  this  that  you  are  now  sending  us 
bee  spent  (=exhausted),  which  will  not  last  us  above  three  months,  our  expence 
being  about  a  hundred  thousand  pounds  sterling  a  month,  and  the  40  tuns  of  copper 
you  send  will  coine  not  above  three  hundred  thousand  pounds.”  [Later  in  the 
letter  he  asks  her  Majesty  to  send  50  tons  ( ?)  of  copper  in  addition  to  that  now  on  its 
way.  He  begins  also  to  stress  the  importance  of  steel,  since  they  are  being  forced 
to  make  their  own  firearms]. 

5.  Letter,  no  place  given  ( probably  Dublin  Castle),  dated  Feb.  20 th,  1689  (—1690) 
[After  repeating  that  James  II’s  expences  amount  to  over  £100,000  a  month, 

and  hinting  that  a  considerable  shipment  of  arms,  tents,  and  linen  would  ease  the 
calls  on  the  Royal  purse,  Talbot  continues:] 

“After  all,  money  must  bee  sent  for  a  thousand  uses,  which  our  copper  money 
will  not  serve  for,  and  considerable  sumes  (=sums)  are  very  requisite,  besides 
what  paves  the  army,  which,  is  true,  is  paid  in  that  coine,  and  zvill  not  pass  for  other 
things,  and  zvhich  is  yet  worse,  the  great  quantityes  wee  are  forced  to  coine  of  it  has 
already  rendered  it  soe  despicable  that  wee  have  much  a  doe  to  make  it  pass,  though  it 
bee  with  noe  loss  then  paying  treble  the  vallue  for  all  things  that  are  sold  even  in  the 
marketts.” 

[I  break  off  here  to  stress  the  interest  of  the  following :] 

“  Besides,  the  French  troopes  being  to  bee  paid  in  silver  which  they  bring  wTith 
them,  will  soe  cry  down  this  copper  money  that  I  fear  we  shall  have  much  a  doe  to 
perswade  any  body  to  take  it." 
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[Above,  we  have  seen  that  the  marketeers  demanded  treble  in  Gunmoney  against 
sterling;  this  would  still  give  the  brass  shilling  a  value  of  fourpence,  but  if  once  an 
opposition  as  vocal  as  that  of  the  French  troops  were  to  spread,  the  artificial  value 
of  fourpence  would  drop  still  further.  However,  Talbot  puts  forward  a  plan 
resembling  that  carried  out  for  occupying  troops  in  later  wars:] 


“  It  is,  therefore,  that  I  think  there  is  an  absolute  necessity  of  sending  order 
from  thence  (i.e.  that  the  French  king,  Louis  XIV,  should  proclaim)  that  the  King 
(=James  II)  may  have  the  silver  given  him  in  exchange  for  copper  which  is  to  pay 
the  French  troopes,  though  he  should  give  them  more  then  the  valine  of  it,  which  would 
contribute  much  to  the  keeping  up  of  this  copper  money  and  prevent  the  discontents 
which  our  troopes  will  have  to  see  themselves  paid  in  brass  and  the  other(s)  in  silver 
and  gold.  The  French  will  be  noe  losers,  for  they  shall  have  six  shillings  in  brass  for 
every  white  (= silver )  crown ,  which  is  worth  but  four  shillings  nine  pence  here,  and 
by  that  their  pay  will  exceed  that  of  ours.”  [We  may  remark  here  that  Talbot  was 
out  of  touch,  since  by  then  the  French  ecu  (like  the  Spanish  dollar  later  in  the  & 
West  Indies)  was  nearer  to  seven  shillings  in  exchange  value.  Further,  if  the  brass 
shilling  still  had  an  exchange  value  of  fourpence,  then,  by  giving  six  of  them  for  a 
French  ecu,  James  would  be  making  a  nominal  gain  of  2s.  9d.  (accepting  Talbot’s 
valuation  of  the  ecu);  in  actual  fact,  he  would  be  gaining  4s.  6d.  on  six  brass  shillings]. 


6.  Letter,  from  Dublin  Castle,  March  1th,  1689/90 

[For  the  most  part,  stresses  the  state  of  their  affairs  from  a  military  point  of  view; 
the  arms  and  ammunition  sent  will  not  go  very  far  among  46  regiments  of  foot, 
eight  of  horse  and  seven  of  dragoons,  most  of  which  have  never  fired  a  shot  for  lack 
of  powder.  In  the  midst  of  this  jeremiad,  he  says:]  “  .  .  .  our  brass  money  will 
quickly  sink  soe  low,  as  it  will  come  to  nothing,  soe  contemptible  it  is  already  gr owned’ 


James  was  now  exporting  wool  to  France,  according  to  Talbot,  at  the  price  of 
ten  shillings  the  stone,  endeavouring  by  this  and  a  few  other  exports  to  raise  cash 
to  buy  munitions. 


7.  Letter,  from  Dublin  Castle,  March  1  \th,  1689/90 

Contains  nothing  of  interest;  a  note  in  the  letter-book  by  Talbot’s  secretary  states 
that  his  master  had  written  to  the  Queen  between  the  date  of  this  and  the  following 
letters,  but  had  sealed  the  letters  in  question  and  when  asked,  replied  that  it  was  not 
necessary  to  copy  them  into  the  letter-book. 


8.  Letter,  place  not  given  ( ?  Dublin  Castle),  March  29th,  1690 

Economics  are  catching  up  with  James.  The  French  merchants  have  complained 
that  the  price  of  his  wool  has  gone  up  to  14s.  the  stone:  not  so,  Talbot  tells  the  Queen; 
the  wool  has  not  increased  in  price,  the  extra  four  shillings  are  what  the  King  now 
has  to  pay  to  get  the  wool  transported  to  the  docks  on  the  harbours.  Talbot  con¬ 
tinues:  “Wool  was  then,  and  still  is,  sold  between  party  and  party  att  sixteen, 
seaventeen  and  eighteen  shillings  the  stone  in  brass  money ;  whcras  formerly  it  yielded 
but  nine  and  ten  shillings  when  silver  and  gold  were  only  the  currant  coines  of  the 
kingdome,  and  was  sold  likezuise  att  those  rates  before  the  brass  money  grew  into  that 
contempt  amongst  us  as  it  now  is;  which  has  not  only  raised  the  price  of  wooll  to  the 
extravagant  price  it  now  is  att,  but  all  other  commodity es  to  an  extravagante  rate.” 


[However,  even  here,  from  the  figures  which  Talbot  gives,  the  brass  shilling 
seems  to  have  passed  at  about  sixpence  sterling;  and  what  currency  did  James  pay 
for  the  cartage?  If  gunmoney,  then  the  sterling  equivalent  is  more  than  the 
former’s  value]. 
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9.  Letter,  from  Dublin  Castle,  2nd  April,  1690 

Promises  to  have  10,000  or  12,000  stone  of  wool  and  other  goods  in  readiness 
to  discharge  the  credit  which  the  Queen  has  put  up  for  them  in  France.  It  becomes 
apparent  that  forestalled  are  at  work  (i.e.  those  who  forestall  the  market  in  any  type 
of  goods  to  create  a  scarcity  and  then  to  dole  out  their  stores  of  them  at  enhanced 
prices).  Talbot  says:  “  .  .  .  the  King  is  not  master  of  soe  much  goods  of  this 
countrves  growth  as  was  first  thought  of.”  He  continues:  “  For  the  copper  that 
was  sent  us,  there  is  but  one  halfe  of  what  I  sent  for,  all  which  comes  to  but  what 
zcill  come  (£)2 10,000  in  money,  of  which  wee  are  in  arreare  to  the  army  already 
(£)50,000.  Pray,  madam,  lett  us  have  50ty  tunns  of  red  copper  sent  us  with  all  speed .” 

10.  Letter,  from  Dublin  Castle,  22nd  April,  1690 

Mentions  the  Danish  contingent  joining  Schomberg’s  troops  in  William’s  army, 
to  the  number  of  5,000,  horse  and  foot  (later  authorities  give  the  figure  as  7000). 
No  details  of  Gunmonev.

11.  Letter,  from  Dublin  Castle,  30th  April ,  1690 

Dwells  on  the  fact  that  James  has  no  navy,  and  therefore  cannot  prevent  enemy 
shipping  sailing  to  its  destination,  all  shipping  friendly  to  James  belongs  to  French 
merchants  (which  obviously  have  enough  to  do  to  dodge  the  English  men  o’  war). 
Nothing  on  Gunmoney. 

12.  Letter,  from  Dublin  Castle,  April  29th,  1690 

4  , 

No  details  on  Gunmoney.  Mentions  specifically  greatest  need  is  for  arms, 
munitions  and  grain.  Difficulty  in  getting  grain  transported  by  sea  from  the  West 
of  Ireland  since  the  English  fleet  lies  in  wait  for  any  ship. 

13.  Letter,  from  Dublin  Castle  to  M.  Barillon,  23 rd  April,  1690 

Mentions  having  received  two  letters  from  him.  Knows  he  is  aware  of  their 
needs  since  people  going  back  with  the  French  ships  will  have  informed  him. 
Expects  that  Schomberg  will  soon  receive  large  reinforcements  from  England.  Says 
the  Prince  of  Orange  may  lead  a  great  army  in  person.  Continues:  “  En  fin,  il  nous 
est  impossible  de  nous  maintenir  icy  long  temps,  si  le  Roy  n’est  point  mis  en  l’estat 
de  transporter  la  guerre  en  Angleterre,”  which  seems  as  if  he  wishes  Barillon  to 
repeat  this  to  Louis  XIV. 

14.  Letter,  from  Dublin,  23 rd  April,  1690,  to  M.  d’Avaux 

His  letter  sent  after  him  to  Cork  missed  d’Avaux,  and  was  returned  to  Talbot. 
States  an  enlightening  fact  that  all  is  quiet  between  their  forces  and  the  enemy,  for 
lack  of  forage  for  the  horses  (it  would  hardly  be  before  mid-May  that  there  would  be 
enough  grass  for  the  horses  to  crop). 

15-19.  The  remaining  letters  in  the  book  are: 

One  to  Lord  Dunbarton,  30th  April,  1690;  and  four  to  the  Queen,  three  from 
Dublin  (20th  May,  28th  May  and  26th  June)  and  one  from  the  camp  at  Ardee, 
24th  June.  •  Generalities,  seemingly  more  intent  on  comforting  the  Queen  rather 
than  going  too  deeply  into  the  odds  against  her  husband. 
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THE  COINAGE  ISSUES  OF  THE  TERRITORIES 
OF  THE  CENTRAL  AFRICAN  FEDERATION  OF 
RHODESIA  AND  NYASALAND.

Since  the  publication  of  my  note  in  the  March  issue  of  the  Bulletin  further  facts 
have  been  established.  For  the  first  coinage  of  George  V  for  Southern  Rhodesia, 
five  hundred  proof  sets  were  issued  dated  1932.  Each  set  contained  one  specimen 
of  the  halfcrown  to  threepence  inclusive.  Royal  Mint  records  show  that  at  least 
forty  proof  sets  were  issued  for  George  VI  containing  one  specimen  of  each 
denomination  and  dated  1937.  The  halfpenny  was  not  issued  with  the  sets.  There 
were  also  at  least  sixty-six  similar  sets  containing  normal  currency  specimens  dated 
1937. 


Composition  of  Coins 

(a)  925  silver ,  75  copper: 

All  denominations  of  halfcrown  to  threepence  dated  1932-1942. 

(b)  500  silver ,  400  copper ,  50  nickel ,  50  zinc: 

All  denominations  of  halfcrown  to  threepence  dated  1944-1946.  Also  crown 
1933. 

(c)  75  copper ,  25  nickel: 

All  denominations  of  halfcrown  to  shilling  dated  1947-1957;  sixpence  1947-1963; 
threepence  1947-1964;  penny  1934-1942,  and  halfpenny  1934-1939. 

(d)  97  copper ,  4  tin,  2\  zinc: 

Pennies  and  halfpennies  dated  1942-1944  and  pennies  dated  1961-1963. 

(e)  954  copper ,  3  tin,  14  zinc: 

Pennies  dated  1947-1958  and  halfpennies  dated  1951-1964. 

Pennies  dated  1942  were  issued  in  two  compositions,  namely:  (c)  960.000,  and 
(d)  480,000. 


Dates  of  Issue 

Mr.  D.  A.  H.  Byatt  has  since  written  pointing  out  errors  in  the  published  list 
of  issues.  I  acknowledge  his  collaboration  and  the  assistance  of  the  Royal  Mint 
in  establishing  the  following  points: 

1933  Halfcrown,  shilling  to  threepence  struck  but  dated  1932. 

1938  Florin  to  threepence  struck  but  dated  1937. 

1940  Royal  Mint  records  do  not  make  clear  which  date  was  placed  on  coins,  but 
specimens  exist  of  halfcrown  to  penny  in  quantity.  The  halfpennies  struck 
were  dated  1939. 

1941  No  halfpennies  issued  bearing  this  date. 

1943  Halfcrown:  none  issued.  Florin  to  threepence  struck  but  dated  1944. 

1945  Halfcrown  to  shilling:  none  issued. 

1950  Threepence:  none  issued. 

1959  The  pennies  and  halfpennies  struck  were  dated  1958.  The  Royal  Mint 
Report  is  incorrect  in  recording  that  these  pieces  were  dated  1959. 

1964  The  threepence  and  halfpenny  are  additions  to  the  list.  When  published 
the  1965  Report  will  record  the  issue  of  these  last  coins  of  the  Federation. 
Mr.  Byatt  states  that  Southern  Rhodesia  silver  coins  were  made  legal  tender  in 
Northern  Rhodesia  in  1933  and  cupro-nickel  in  1935.  Currency  notes  of  Southern 
Rhodesia  became  legal  tender  in  the  Protectorate  in  1940.

JOY  &  BROWN)— Bristol  Grant — ;  BDM  VI 11/367 

(Not  connected  with  Albert  Bruce  Joy,  medallist,  lists  of  whose  works  appear  in  BDM  III 
and  VII  and  in  Grant). 

Robert  Joy  was  active  at  22  All  Saints  Street,  Bristol — 1844-  1864  (-68)  solus,  as  engraver, 
letterpress  and  copperplate  printer,  manufacturer  of  window  tablets,  bottle  moulder  and  die- 
sinker.  He  continued  there  in  partnership  as  Joy  &  Brown,  engravers  &  lithographic  printers 
(1865-)  1869  -94  (-98).  (The  street  address  before  1845/49  was  5  &  22). 

Of  Joy,  Batty  records  (11/1060)  a  copper  ]d-sized  check  of  South  Wales: 

Obv.  “  C.  Wakefield  — . —  Lamb  Inn  — . —  Aberdare.” 

Rev.  “  3d  ”  within  a  circle.  “  Skittle  Alley.”  In  small  letters  “  Joy  .  Bristol.” 

Of  Joy  &  Brown,  the  BDM  entry  refers  to  tickets  but  gives  no  examples;  Batty  (II  693, 
publ.  1880)  records  a  brass  jd-sized  check  which  he  lists  under  Bristol  because  the  diesinkers’ 
locality  is  the  only  one  shown  on  it: 

Obv.  “  2d  ”  in  centre,  “  Joy  &  Brown  Makers*  All  Saints  St.  Bristol.” 

Rev.  “  M  w  c  ”  in  monogram. 

Edge  Milled. 

KING— Sheffield  Grant—-,  BDM— 

Robert  King  was  an  engraver  and  lithographer  and  a  copperplate  and  letterpress  printer, 
active  in  Sheffield  as  follows: 

—  1855  -67  (-69)  121  Granville  Street; 

(1868-)  1870  (-74)  155  Eyre  Street. 

Batty  (1/2930,  publ.  1877,  duplicated  at  11/4526)  records  the  following  copper  Id-sized  ticket: 
Obv.  “  8th  Patriotic  Building  Society  Estabd  May  1860.” 

Rev.  “  Rob*-  King  Maker  Sheffield  ”  in  an  oval,  within  a  circle  of  dots. 

LEWIS— Shrewsbury  Grant—-,  BDM  VIII/354 

The  BDM  entry  is  of  a  2d  check  of  the  Grapes  Inn,  Castle  Foregate,  Shrewsbury;  signed

dating  the  above  check.  The  entry  shows  Frederick  Lewis  at  the  above  address,  trading  as 
engraver,  lithographer,  and  printer. 

MACK  AY  &  CHI  SHOLiM— Edinburgh  Grant—-,  BDM  VIII  2 

The  BDM  entry  relates  to  a  communion  token  dated  1872  of  St.  Vigean’s  Church — which 
is  a  parish  church  in  the  presbytery  of  Arbroath,  Angus — signed  with  the  name  and  address 
of  diesinkers  Mackay  &  Chisholm,  Edinburgh.  At  that  date  they  were  located  at  49  North 
Bridge,  Edinburgh,  trading  as  jewellers,  gold-  and  silversmiths,  watchmakers,  and  dealers  in 
curiosities. 

OSBORN— Leeds  Grant—-,  BDM— 

Henry  Osborn  started  in  business  in  Leeds  after  1846  as  a  mark  maker  and  letter  cutter, 
and  took  up  diesinking.  His  addresses  included:

1869-(-74)  Marquis  of  Granby  Yard,  Lowerhead  Road; 

(1870-)  1875-80 —  7  Lowerhead  Row; 

then  36  Lowerhead  Row,  where  the  style  changed  by  1893  to  Osborn  &  Son  and  by  1904  to 
Henry  Osborn  &  Sons,  trading  as  diesinkers  and  manufacturers  of  rule  steel,  steel  stamps, 
dies  and  seals,  etc. 

The  signature  H.  Osborn  &  Sons  Maker  Leeds  is  reported  as  appearing  on  the  reverse  of  a 
heart-shaped  identity  badge  of  the  Wharncliffe  (Yorks.)  Silkstone  Miners  described,  and  (the 
obv.)  illustrated,  in  the  Numismatic  Circular,  May  1964,  p.  106,  no.  21,  in  an  article  “Association 
Badges,”  by  B.  Senior,  Esq.,  Huddersfield;  who  attributed  the  usage  of  the  series  to  the 
period  1880-1923.

Ensuing  listings  are  in  the  name  Henry  William  Fountain  Pasley,  merchant  and  manufacturer 
of  joiners’  tools,  brands,  seals,  etc. :

and  continuing  as  maker  of  dies  for  medals,  tokens,  checks,  and  (tickets  for)  workmen’s  time, 
clubs,  public  houses,  and  co-operative  societies:

In  June  1918,  the  business  became  a  limited  company,  H.  Pasley  &  Sons  Ltd ,  and  it  continued 
until  1939  or  later,  at  the  same  works;  making  steel  stamps  and  as  letter  cutters,  and  using  as 
trademark  within  a  star  of  six  points. 

A  trade  ticket  of  this  business  reads  on  one  face: 

“  H.  Pasley,  Brass  Labels  Embossing  Presses  Endorsing  Stamps  Moulders  Letters  &  Name 
Plates  Brands,  Stamps  &  Marks.  Manufactory  49  &  51  Edward  St-  Sheffield.” 

This  description  is  derived  from  Batty  I/2933E,  brass,  milled  edge,  other  face  blank  except 
for  an  indented  number  (34  on  that  particular  specimen);  the  Batty  entry  was  published  in 
1877,  and  it  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  double  numbering  “  49  &  51  ”  may  have  started  earlier 
than  its  first  appearance  in  directories  as  quoted  above — probably  no.  49  was  never  occupied 
in  isolation.  It  may  also  be  inferred  that  H.  W.  F.  Pasley  normally  traded  as  H.  Pasley , 
whether  or  not  he  was  the  same  person  as  the  founder  of  the  business. 

The  BDM  entry  is  of  a  signed  2d  brass  ticket  issued  by  Dobler’s  London  Hotel,  Torquay. 

No  other  signed  tickets  of  this  firm  have  come  to  notice,  so  that  possibly  it  did  not  make 
a  practice  of  inserting  signatures. 


PASLEY,  H. —  (B)  at  Manchester  Grant — ;  BDM — 

Henry  Pasley  of  Sheffield  (as  above)  also  had  premises  at  Manchester,  operated  as  follows 
under  style  H.  Pasley  throughout  (although  in  1874  and  thereabouts  using  an  agent  Joseph 
Westbrook) :

Of  this  branch  of  the  business  there  is  a  Batty  recording,  published  in  1870,  of  a  copper 
-id-sized  ticket  reading  on  one  face:

The  other  face  was  struck  with  a  plain  circle  and  a  dotted  circle;  occurring  otherwise  blank 
(Batty  1/705)  or  with  an  indentation  (of  letters  vv  H  r  in  Batty’s  example  I,  704). 

The  above  advertisement  is  almost  identical  (apart  from  address)  with  that  on  the  Sheffield 
ticket;  the  word  “  Manufactory  ”  occurs  only  on  the  Sheffield  one,  so  that  all  striking  may- 
have  been  done  there. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC 

Victorian  Sovereigns  with  broken  letters.  I  am  a  collector  of  sovereigns  and  have 
discovered  two  Victorian  Shield  type  pieces  in  my  collection  which  are  quite  different  from 
the  rest  of  the  Shield  type.  On  the  reverse  sides  of  my  sovereigns  dated  1843  and  1844  the 
lower  right  hand  serif  on  the  first  “  N  ”  in  Britanniarum  is  missing,  also  the  top  left  hand  serif 
on  the  second  “  I.” 

I  have  never  seen  any  mention  of  this  in  print  and  I  wonder  if  I  am  the  first  to  spot  this. 
— C.  C.  Peace. 


Die  Varieties  of  Edward  VII  Pennies.  I  have  just  recently  finished  sorting  and 
cataloguing  a  number  of  Edward  VII  pennies  for  inclusion  into  my  collection,  and  at  the  same 
time  checking  for  anything  that  seemed  unusual  in  any  way.  In  doing  so  I  noticed  that  the 
1905  penny  has  a  slight  date  variation  between  Reverses  B.  and  C.  The  9  on  Rev.  C.  is 
stubby  and  the  5  is  based  over  two  border  beads,  whereas  on  Rev.  B  the  9  is  more  slender 
and  the  5  is  over  one  border  bead,  also  the  border  beads  on  Rev.  C  are  more  prominent  than 
those  on  Rev.  B.  Although  the  1905  penny  is  known  as  having  two  varieties,  I  have  not  as 
yet  read  about  the  details  I  have  mentioned. 
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Another  point  of  interest  that  has  come  to  my  attention  concerns  the  1907  penny,  this  also 
has  a  date  variation  of  which  I  have  so  far  counted  six  possible  mint  varieties. 

1.  A  normal  9  with  slender  tail  extending  below  base  of  the  other  digits  and  a  “7” 
which  is  higher  in  the  exergue. 

2.  A  smaller  “  9,”  stubby  in  appearance  and  leaning  a  little  to  the  left,  the  foot  of  the  “  7  ” 
points  to  a  bead. 

3.  A  normal  slender  “  9,”  and  a  “  7  ”  that  is  leaning  backwards,  the  foot  of  the  “  7  ”  is 
now  over  a  space. 

4.  An  exergue  that  is  less  wide  than  usual  so  that  the  digits  appeared  crushed  between 
exergue  line  and  border. 

5.  A  normal  “  9  ”  again  but  the  “  7  ”  has  moved  away  from  the  “  0  ”  until  its  foot  is 
almost  over  the  next  bead  to  the  right. 

6.  A  small  stubby  “  9  ”  leaning  to  the  left  and  an  “  0  ”  that  also  has  a  lean  to  the  left, 
the  crossbar  of  the  “  7  ”  is  much  thicker  and  at  an  oblique  angle  to  the  exergue  line  instead 
of  being  parallel  to  same. 

I  think  it  possible  that  other  small  variations  exist  as  the  digit  “  0  ”  seems  to  vary  from 
left  to  right  of  the  vertical.  All  together  an  unusual  mixture  of  numerals  to  say  the  least.

Coins  in  Plastic  Cases.  In  1953  I  bought  two  specimens  of  the  Elizabeth  II  Coronation 
crowns  issued  in  plastic  cases.  It  is  many  years  since  I  examined  them,  but  on  looking  at 
them  a  few  days  ago  I  was  rather  surprised  to  see  that  they  had  developed  a  certain  amount 
of  tarnish  and  one  of  the  crowns  showed  a  definite  film  when  viewed  by  reflected  light.  The 
1953  specimen  set  in  plastic  envelope  that  I  have  did  not  show  any  tarnishing,  but  there  a 
difference,  of  course,  in  that  the  envelope  is  sealed. 

I  have  other  silver  (or  rather  copper-nickel)  coins  of  1948,  1949  and  1950.  that  have  been 
stored  in  ordinary  (unsealed)  paper  coin  eveviopes,  and  these  show  only  occasional  faint  signs 
of  tarnishing.  It  rather  makes  one  wonder,  therefore,  if  plastic  material  (or  at  any  rate  certain 
types  of  it)  is  really  a  suitable  material  in  which  to  store  copper-nickel  coins. 

It  would  be  of  interest  to  hear  the  views  of  other  collectors  on  this  matter. — A.  G.  R. 
Whitehouse. 

[We  have  noticed  that  cupro-nickel  coins,  and  especially  cupro-nickel  proofs,  are  inclined 
to  acquire  a  smoky  yellow  patina  which  may  be  due  to  exposure  to  the  atmosphere.  Perhaps 
one  of  our  readers  with  a  knowledge  of  chemistry  or  metallurgy  would  elaborate. — Editor ].

I  doubt  if  above  are  addresses  of  Branches  of  the  Tea  Company,  more  likely  those  of  local 
grocers  or  agents.  This  could  be  proved  by  recourse  to  local  directories. 

The  1  lb.  or  i  lb.  checks  are  usually  in  brass  and  the  \  lb.  in  copper  or  bronze. 

The  above  list  is  by  no  means  exhaustive,  but  I  should  be  glad  to  hear  from  collectors,  of 
others  that  they  may  have  in  their  collections. 

I  have  always  wondered  what  the  exact  purpose  of  these  pieces  was,  but  have  never  been 
able  to  find  any  record  of  them  other  than  the  two  pieces  quoted  in  the  Catalogue  of  the 
Montague  Guest  Collection.  They  would  seem  to  be,  however,  the  forerunner  of  the  present 
day  gift  stamps.  This  seems  to  be  confirmed  by  a  similar  type  ticket  issued  by  the  London 
and  North  of  Scotland  Tea  Company  at  29,  High  Street,  Inverness,  which  states,  “  Handsome 
presents  with  all  our  teas.”  This  tradition  is  still  carried  on  by  Messrs.  Brooke  Bond  Tea  Ltd. 
who  since  1934  have  issued  Dividend  Tea  which  gives  away  free  stamps. — Alex  Hannah , 
F  .S. A. (Scot.). 

Gold  Hoard  of  270  B.C.  Found.  Archaeologists  from  Princeton  University,  digging 
outside  the  ancient  city  of  Morgantina  in  Sicily,  have  found  one  of  the  largest  hoards  of  old 
Greek  gold  coins,  the  University  said  today.  The  44  coins  date  from  350  b.c.  to  270  b.c. 

Gold  was  worth  13  times  as  much  as  silver  at  this  time  and,  according  to  Dr.  Erik  Sjoqvist, 
of  Princeton,  the  hoard  was  “  definitely  a  capitalist’s  bank  account.”  The  coins  could  have 
bought  more  than  140  horses. — Daily  Telegraph,  June  Hr,  1966. 

The  Queen  Mints  Sovereigns.  The  Queen  visited  the  Royal  Mint  in  London  yesterday 
and  was  presented  with  a  gold  sovereign  which  she  had  struck  herself.  During  an  hour’s 
visit  she  was  invited  by  Mr.  James  Callaghan,  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  to  strike  three 
sovereigns  by  pressing  the  button  of  a  machine. 

The  Queen  said  laughingly:  “  I  hope  I  have  done  it  properly.”  The  Chancellor  placed 
one  of  the  newly  minted  sovereigns  in  a  box,  and  handed  it  to  her.  She  also  struck  a  Churchill 
Crown  and  asked  that  it  be  sent  to  Lady  Churchill. 

The  Queen  later  visited  the  Custom  House  in  Lower  Thames  Street  and  opened  the  East 
Wing,  which  had  been  restored  at  a  cost  of  about  £500,000.  She  then  toured  the  Queen’s 
Warehouse,  where  she  saw  a  variety  of  contraband  goods — toys,  guitars,  champagne,  brandy 
and  watches. —  The  Scotsman,  9th  June,  1966. 

Tokens  at  the  T.U.C.  The  Trade  Union  Exhibition  opened  by  Miss  Vanessa  Redgrave 
at  Congress  House  on  July  4th  included  an  attractive  display  of  trade  tokens  and  political 
tokens  by  Mr.  Christopher  Brunei.  Seen  in  conjunction  with  this  most  interesting  exhibition 
of  Democratic  History,  beginning  with  the  Fall  of  the  Bastille,  and  covering  every  aspect  of 
Liberal,  Labour  and  Co-operative  movements,  these  tokens  really  come  to  life  and  ceased  to 
be  mere  coins  in  a  collector’s  cabinet.  The  Exhibition  also  showed  an  unusual  collection 
of  medals  and  Trade  Union  badges  and  some  interesting  relics  of  the  American  Civil 
War. — M.E.B. 


NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held  on  the  18th 
May  with  Mr.  Philip  Grierson,  President,  in  the  Chair, 
Dr.  D.  M.  Metcalf  read  a  paper  on  “  Some  examples 
of  style  and  detail  in  the  folles  of  Theophilus.”  He 
discussed  the  decline  in  monetary  circulation  in  the 
Balkans  in  the  seventh  to  ninth  centuries,  as  the  back¬ 
ground  to  the  reform  of  the  copper  coinage  by  Theo¬ 
philus.  He  showed  how  certain  stylistic  varieties  were 
more  plentiful  than  others  in  the  Corinth  finds,  and,  in 
a  criticism  of  the  mint  attributions  of  the  varieties, 
suggested  that  details  such  as  blundered  or  irregular 
designs  were  often  to  be  interpreted  as  early  or  experi¬ 
mental  dies.  The  construction  of  sequence  of  dies, 
taking  such  experimental  coins  into  account,  might  help 
to  show  that  different  stylistic  varieties  could  hardly 
be  amalgamated  as  the  work  of  a  single  mint. 


Birmingham  Num.  Soc.  The  first  talk,  on  Wed¬ 
nesday,  June  8th,  dealt  with  the  story  of  “  The 
Sovereign,”  and  was  most  ably  presented  by  Mr.  Tye. 
The  history  of  this  gold  coin  was  outlined — from  the 
original  hammered  issues  to  the  coins  that  are  currently 
struck  “  for  export  only.”  For  a  period  in  its  history, 
the  sovereign  was  replaced  by  the  Guinea — reverting  to 
the  Sovereign  (pound)  status  in  the  reign  of  George  III, 
when  the  new  design  by  Pistrucci  replaced  the  hitherto 
inevitable  shield  on  the  reverse. 

The  second  talk  of  the  evening — “  Cast  in  Iron  ” — 
was  provided  by  Mr.  P.  J.  Leighton,  and  covered  the 
story  behind  the  issue  of  the  Lusitania  Medal.  This 
was  a  privately  produced  German  medallion  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  sinking,  in  May,  1915,  of  the  Cunard 
Liner — with  a  loss  of  over  1,000  lives.  The  original 
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piece,  it  is  believed,  was  struck,  in  iron,  at  a  private 
house  in  Munich  and  although  the  exact  number  issued 
seems  somewhat  obscure  it  is  doubtful  whether  this 
exceeded  more  than  a  few  hundred.  Copies  of  the 
medal  were,  however,  made  in  England  and  around  a 
quarter  million  were  sold  in  aid  of  the  Red  Cross  and 
St.  Dunstans.  From  the  German  point  of  view  the 
medal  was  an  essay  in  satire,  and  justified  the  sinking 
of  a  ship  which  carried  the  materials  of  wrari  This 
allegation,  incidentally,  seemed  to  have  some  foundation 
in  lact,  as  crates  of  arms  were  discovered  after  the 
disaster— -but  primarily  the  “  Lusitania  ”  was  a  passenger 
liner.  From  the  British  view-point  the  medal  presented 
“  cast-iron  ”  proof  of  the  ruthlessness  of  the  German 
war  machine!  A  point  that  seemed  to  indicate  that 
the  sinking  was,  however,  pre-planned  was  the  fact  that 
the  date  on  the  medal  itself  differed  from  the  date  of 
the  actual  sinking  by  two  days!  A  mistake,  perhaps? 
A  “  typographical  error  ”  ?  Who  could  now  say  ? 
British  copies  of  this  piece  are  quite  inexpensive  but 
none  the  less  interesting  to  a  collector.

Cambridgeshire  Num.  Soc.  A  very  satisfactory 
state  of  affairs  was  disclosed  in  the  reports  of  the 
secretary,  treasurer,  and  librarians  of  the  Cambridge¬ 
shire  Numismatic  Society  for  the  1965/66  season  at 
the  annual  genera!  meeting  which  was  held  at  the 
Friends’  Meeting  House,  Cambridge,  on  20th  June. 
Outline  plans  for  the  1966/67  season  were  discussed, 
the  proposed  meetings  including  one  in  celebration  of 
the  society  “  coming  of  age  ”  in  June  1967. 

Following  the  formal  business  of  the  evening,  a 
number  of  exhibitions  were  made  by  members,  these 
including  Greek,  Roman,  medieval  Balkan,  Venetian, 
Australian,  and  oriental  coins,  coin  weights,  and  com¬ 
munion  tokens.  A  well  varied  and  interesting  con¬ 
clusion  to  another  successful  season. 

Coventry  and  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  The  June  meeting 
of  the  above  Society  took  place  at  the  Society’s  new 
meeting  place,  the  Rear  Lounge  of  the  Three  Spires 
Hotel,  Grayswood  Avenue,  Coventry.  The  main 
event  of  the  evening  was  a  talk  on  Crown  Pieces  by 
Mr.  Howard  W.  A.  Linecar;  a  repeat  of  the  one  which 
he  gave  at  the  recent  London  Numismatic  Congress, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Coventry  members  who  had  been 
unable  to  attend  the  Congress.  Mr.  Linecar  illustrated 
his  talk  with  lantern  slides  of  the  principal  pieces  on 
which  he  was  speaking.  He  traced  the  development  of 
the  English  Crown  from  its  inception  in  the  reign  of 
Edward  VI  in  1551,  through  its  various  viscissitudes 
until  its  decline  into  a  mere  commemorative  and 
collector’s  coin  in  the  20th  century,  and  deplored  its 
disappearance  from  general  circulation.  He  went  on 
to  give  descriptions  and  show  slides  of  the  various 
colonial  Crown  Pieces,  such  as  the  British  Dollar  and 
the  Canadian  Dollar 

Dundee  &  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  The  Secretary  reports 
that  the  year  1965/66  has  been  a  much  more  successful 
one  for  the  Society  than  they  had  ever  dared  to  hope  for 
at  the  outset.  Membership  has  been  maintained, 
interest  sustained  and  attendances  at  every  meeting,  in 
spite  of  poor  weather  conditions,  have  been  quite 
satisfactory. 

On  September  15th,  and  again  on  January  19th,  the 
Society  heard  a  lengthy  and  most  comprehensive  paper 
on  “  The  Scottish  Coinage  ”  prepared  and  read  by 
Mrs.  E.  Alortimer.  Set  against  a  background  of 
Scottish  history  the  coinage  of  the  country  is  extremely 
varied  and  interesting. 

An  open  meeting  was  held  on  the  17th  November 
when  the  Society  visited  the  N.C.R.  factory  to  see 
calculating  machine  production.  Another  open  meeting 
on  the  23rd  April  was  most  successful;  on  this  occasion 
Mr.  J.  D.  Boyd,  Director  of  the  Dundee  Museum,  was 
guest  speaker.  He  gave  an  historical  outline  to  certain 
relationships  the  City  of  Dundee  has  with  the  evolution 
of  Scottish  coinage,  particularly  in  the  days  of  King 
Robert  II  when  one  of  the  Royal  Mints  was  sited  in 
the  town.  “  Roman  Coins  and  Coin  Finds  ”  was  the 
subject  presented  by  Dr.  Anne  S.  Robertson  of  the 
Hunterian  Museum,  Glasgow,  when  she  lectured  to  the 
Society  on  the  16th  February. 


Other  contributions  during  the  year  included  a  short 
paper  by  Mr.  J.  Barwick  on  “  Communion  Tokens  and 
Beggar’s  Badges,”  Mr.  George  M.  FI.  Rodger  on 
“  Counterfeiters  ”  and  “  Military  Medals  ”  by  Air.  Alan 
Smith.  In  addition  the  majority  of  our  members  con¬ 
tributed  greatly  to  the  general  interest  by  bringing  along 
items  from  their  collections  to  the  meetings.

Orders  and  Medals  Research  Soc.  At  a  well 
attended  meeting  on  the  21st  Alay,  Mr.  Harris  spoke 
on  medals  to  Batteries  of  the  Royal  Artillery  who  have 
been  granted  “  Honour  Titles.”  He  illustrated  his 
talk  with  medals  to  men  of  such  famous  Batteries  as 
E/B  Battery  who  distinguished  themselves  at  Maiwand, 
and  “  Q  ”  Battery,  R.H.A.,  who  were  awarded  four 
Victoria  Crosses  for  their  gallantry  at  Sanna’s  Post 
(under  Rule  13).  The  Indian  Alutiny  is  remembered 
by  the  Artillery  by  the  names  of  Battery  Commanders 
such  as  Maude,  Eyre,  Strange,  Tombs  and  Aliddleton, 
all  of  which  are  now  borne  as  “  Honour  Titles.”  The 
New  Zealand  Wars,  Egypt  and  China  were  also  repre¬ 
sented.  A  more  detailed  account  will  appear  in  the 
Journal  of  the  Society.

Reading  Coin  Club.  At  the  Annual  General 
Aleeting  held  on  7th  June,  the  Treasurer,  Air.  M.  C. 
Myhill,  reported  a  nett  income  for  the  year  of  £14  4s.  2d. 
after  contributing  to  the  expenses  of  the  Junior  Club 
and  meeting  a  loss  on  the  Annual  Dinner  of  £ 5  10s. 
As  this  was  almost  three  times  the  nett  income  for 
1964/65  the  picture  was,  at  the  moment,  satisfactory, 
although  more  members  would  mean  a  bigger  income 
and  make  it  possible  for  the  club  to  organize  more 
interesting  meetings. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  M.  R.  Broome,  reported  a  total 
paid  up  membership  of  forty-nine  which  was  a  good 
basis  to  build  on.  Only  two  members  had  resigned 
through  lack  of  interest  and  the  club  had  gained  twelve 
newr  members  in  the  last  twelve  months.  Ten  meetings 
had  been  held  at  Reading  and  one  at  Southampton  and 
five  eminent  numismatists  had  journeyed  to  Reading 
to  give  freely  of  their  time  for  our  enjoyment.  We 
were  greatly  in  their  debt.  Other  evenings  had  been 
set  aside  for  auctions  and  members’  papers  and  these 
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also  had  been  greatly  enjoyed.  Four  specialized 
sections  were  operating  and  it  was  hoped  that  their 
organizers  would  bring  fresh  ideas  into  the  club. 
Details  of  next  year’s  programme  were  given  and  it  was 
announced  that  the  BANS  Congress  for  1969  was  to 
be  held  at  Reading. 

The  competitive  display,  having  been  under  critical 
examination  from  the  two  judges,  Mr.  Peter  Clayton  and 
Air.  John  Bower,  was  now  discussed  in  detail  and  each 
exhibit  had  its  merits  and  faults  gently  revealed.  The 
winner  was  Mr.  G.  Hornby  with  a  fine  display  of  Coins 
and  Heraldry  and  his  prize  was  a  copy  of  Friedberg’s 
“  Gold  Coins  of  the  World,”  presented  by  the  Chairman, 
Mrs.  Groll. 


Sheffield  and  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting 
held  on  the  15th  June  at  the  Wesson  Park  Aluseum, 
Miss  Pirie  gave  us  an  absorbing  talk  on  coins  of  the 
York  mint.  Aliss  Pirie  is  the  Keeper  of  Archaeology 
to  the  City  of  Leeds  Museum  and  brought  with  her 
some  excellent  specimens  to  illustrate  her  talk.  Members 
were  surprised  to  learn  that  the  specimens  were  the 
property  of  the  Leeds  Aluseum  and  that  members  of 
the  Aluseum  staff  are  not  allowed  to  become  collectors, 
this  would  at  first  appear  to  be  rather  unfair  but  upon 
reflection  is  probably  a  wise  ruling. 

Aliss  Pirie  commenced  her  talk  by  explaining  that 
collections  of  coins  from  any  particular  mint  are  of 
considerable  importance  as  they  can  contribute  a  great 
deal  of  evidence  to  present  studies,  especially  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon  and  Norman  periods.  When  coins  of 
this  period  are  placed  in  close  chronological  sequence 
there  are  still  a  considerable  number  of  points  to  be 
determined,  only  as  phases  of  identification  are  com¬ 
pleted  can  the  evidence  of  coins  from  different  mints  be 
compared,  contrasted  and  eventually  evaluated. 

York  was  one  of  the  most  important  mints  during  the 
Anglo-Saxon  times,  and  had  a  longer  period  of  activity 
than  most,  starting  in  the  eighth  century  when  the 
Archbishop  of  York,  as  well  as  the  Kings  of  Northum¬ 
bria  authorised  issues.  The  Viking  coins  of  the  early 
tenth  century  have  still  to  be  understood  and  the  greater 
quantity  of  the  coins  from  the  Cuerdale  Hoard  have 
still  to  be  explained. 

In  the  time  of  Athelston  the  output  of  the  mint  was 
virtually  the  monopoly  of  one  moneyer,  which  is  in 
sharp  contrast  to  the  numbers  working  at  other  mints. 
Following  the  reform  of  Eadgar  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  fortune  and  status  of  the  mint  can  be  reflected 
by  the  volume  of  coins  struck. 

The  Norman  issues  were  made  for  what  was  essen¬ 
tially  a  continuation  of  the  earlier  system  of  financial 
administration,  although  episcopal  issues  seem  to  have 
lost  their  identity  for  some  time,  they  were  distinguished 
again  during  the  last  years  of  the  permanent  mint  at 
York.  The  mint  was  re-opened  on  a  temporary  basis 
for  Charles  I  and  William  III.

Swindon  &  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held 
on  Monday,  13th  June,  1966,  at  the  R.A.F.A.  Club, 
Swindon,  the  Speaker  for  the  evening  should  have  been 
Air.  Crinks  speaking  on  Soho  Copper  who  wras  unfor¬ 
tunately  not  available,  and  the  President  called  on  Mr. 
M.  R.  Pryce  at  short  notice,  to  give  his  talk  on  Counter- 
marked  Coins.  Air.  Pryce  treated  us  to  another  of  his 
entertaining  talks.  He  commenced  this  vast  subject 
with  descriptions  of  the  two  main  English  countermarked 


series,  enlarging  more  fully  on  the  second,  the  George  III 
Countermarked  Dollar.  This  was  withdrawn  in  1804 
in  an  attempt  to  combat  counterfeit  coins  and  Matthew 
Boulton  of  Birmingham  was  commissioned  to  re-strike 
the  Countermarked  Spanish  Coin  with  the  design  of 
the  Bank  of  England  Dollar.  An  extremely  fine 
example  of  this  was  shown,  showing  traces  of  the 
original  legend.  Other  fine  examples  of  countermarked 
coins  were  exhibited.  The  four  types  of  Costa  Rica, 
most  examples  of  these  were  on  Spanish  Coins  of  a  very 
worn  state,  the  better  examples  being  the  English 
silver  shillings  and  sixpences  from  George  IV  to  Victoria. 
Guatemala  also  featured  in  the  talk,  they  used  mainly 
Chilian  and  Peruvian  Silver  Coins  for  Countermarking 
because  both  the  latter  countries  disowned  their  own 
coins  after  they  had  been  countermarked,  and  this  had 
the  desired  effect  of  keeping  the  coins  in  circulation  in 
Guatemala.  Air.  Pryce  answered  many  questions 
from  fellow  members.

Yorkshire  Num.  Soc.  At  our  June  meeting  we 
were  fortunate  in  having  a  paper  given  by  our  member 
Air.  F.  Banks,  entitled  “  Speculations  on  the  Cuerdale 
Hoard.” 

Air.  Banks  began  by  giving  a  brief  history  of  the 
hoards’  discovery  in  May  1840  and  told  us  of  the  local 
tradition  of  a  great  treasure  in  the  valley  of  the  Ribble. 
Some  went  astray,  but  that  recovered  amounted  to 
some  sixty  pounds  weight  of  silver  and  7,000  coins. 
These  comprised,  roughly,  1,000  English  regular  issues 
c.  880  to  c.  902  (including  Imitatives  of  Aelfreds’  coins), 
over  1,000  Continental,  mainly  Frankish  from  one  area, 
and  about  5,000  of  uncertain  issues  known  until  then 
by  single  specimens  or  a  small  handful  of  doubtful 
provenance.  These  were  the  “  Cunnetti,”  “  St. 
Eadmund  ”  and  “  Orsnaforda  ”  issues.  Speculation 
has  centred  upon  their  origin  and  purpose  from  that 
day  to  this. 

The  speaker  went  on  to  deal  with  each  series  separately 
and  mentioned  the  thorough  technical  analysis  of  the 
Cunnetti  series  made  by  C.  S.  S.  Lyon  and  B.  H.  I.  H. 
Stewart — the  first  real  step  forward  in  120  years.  He 
agreed  their  conclusion  that  the  widespread  pattern  of 
die  linking  throughout  the  series  indicated  an  issue  of 
short  duration  and  demonstrated  that  the  inscriptions 
on  these  coins  could  be  broken  down  into  two  groups, 
names  and  religious  mottoes.  The  problem  readings 
were  cvnnetti  and  cnvt  rex  and  the  suggestion  was 
made  that  the  latter,  at  any  rate,  could  well  be  crypto¬ 
graphic  in  the  manner  of  the  times.  A  breakdown  on 
this  pattern  was  put  forward  which  resulted  in  another 
religious  motto. 

There  w'ere  strong  indications  that  the  hoard  was  of 
French  origin  and  a  well  supported  argument  was 
advanced  for  this  contention.  The  French  mints 
represented  are  overwhelmingly  in  one  area  and  centred 
on  Tours,  a  fortified  town  in  Northern  Aquitaine. 
Here,  at  the  Abbey  of  St.  Alartin,  died  Alcuin  of  York, 
a  hundred  years  before. 

Documentary  evidence  implies  the  concern  of  the 
Pope  and  the  Frankish  Bishops  for  the  state  of  the 
Church  in  England  at  this  period.  And  the  practice 
of  alms  giving,  Aelmesse,  must  be  considered  in  the 
light  of  modern  knowledge.  It  is  against  such  a  back¬ 
ground  that  one  might  seek  a  purpose  and  origin  for 
these  coinages.  The  evidence  here  favours  the  view 
that  they  were  struck  for  use  in  the  See  of  York  and 
the  East  Anglian  Bishoprics  rather  than  that  an 
impoverished  Danelaw  clergy  inspired  them.  There  is 
no  evidence  of  a  mint  at  either  York  itself  nor  in  East 
Anglia  at  this  period. 

The  speaker  pointed  out  that  most  of  these  arguments 
had  been  expressed  before  although  not  in  a  con¬ 
solidated  manner  against  such  a  background.  He 
concluded  that  the  paper  was  given  with  the  object  of 
stimulating  research  through  a  different  approach  to  the 
problem  although,  if  the  premise  were  accepted,  it 
would  mean  a  reconsideration  of  other  uncertain  series 
would  have  to  follow. 

Alembers  were  able  to  examine  a  display  and  coins 
in  illustration  of  the  theme. 

The  meeting  unanimously  thanked  Mr.  Bank;  for 
his  most  interesting  and  illuminating  paper  and  also 
Mr.  S.  G.  M.  Adams  for  the  excellent  slides  he  had 
produced  in  connection  with  it.
